The speaker strongly advocated the 
trial of the 
parcels post 
system in

in th* Iii 11 introduced before the

sent congress by Congressman 
I> 
F. 
Lttfeun. 


Iii the past year, according to Mr. 
Spilmun. the rural carriers of York 
county handled 
ti,221 (HIO 
pieces 
of 
mail matter and the carriers of Adams 
county si, 473, fits) piece*. 


Mr. Spilmnn emphasized the 
im ­ 
ports ne* of th*--rr\ ic‘» not only as a 
convenience to th* public, 
but as a 
facility of great commercial value, 
and gave it as his belief that this ser­ 
vice which in 
Adams county costs 
$42,243 and iii York county ILYfido is 
worth not less than $3,000,01)0 to the 
people of 
these 
two counties. 
He 
stated that this is true because of the 
increase in farm 
values, 
the U tter- 
inent of mail conditions 
as 
well as 
the \alu* of the delivery of mail as 
a convenience to tho 
farmer socially 
and commercially. 


W h ile the appreciation of the 
far 
mer of tim rural 
delivery 
service is 
generally known, 
yet the strongest 
evidence of it is the enormous 
in 
erease in the amount of mail handled 
by rural carriers. 
Comparison of the 
Amount of m ail handled during the 
past year with sim ilar account inane 
four year* ago shows sn increase of HO 
tier rent in the number of pieces of 
mail handled by rural carriers. Dur 
mg the past year the rural carriers of 
Adams countj liandled 2,473.000 pieces 
<f m ail matter and the carriers in 
York county handled (J 22!,ODO pieces

“By this sentence and Judgment I 
may he brought to ruin. but the dam

I am now up in years, and

Washington. Jan. 3.—T h at half the 
neat eaten in the United States can 
i*e called uninspected and that a real 
.nil serious danger to the public ea­ 
sts as a result, is one of the conclu­ 
sions non hed by Dr. A. D. Melvin, 
chief of the United States bureau of 
animal Industry, in his annual report 
to the secretary of agriculture. 
Inefficiency of the government in­ 
spection because of its lack of au­ 
thority to reach business done entirely 
within a state is given as one of the 
Ruses, and Dr. Melvin points out the 
gri st need of supplementing the gov­ 
ernment 
Inspection of meats with 
Tw re stat** and municipal Inspectors. 
One result of the federal Inspection 
s to cause the diversion of diseased 
and suspicious looking animals to the 
uninspected 
establishments, 
where 
they are slaughtered for the local m ar­ 
ket. says the report. 
Despite the shortcomingc of the in 
spertion, It has many advantages and 
la producing results which are increas­ 
ing from year to year, Dr. Melvin 
shows in his report. 
More than 36,000.000 anim als were 
Inspected at the time of slaughter dur­ 
ing the fiscal year Jm* closed, and 
more than 1.000,000 were condemned 
In whole or In part. On reinspection 
more than 25.000,000 pounds of meat 
and meat products were condemned 
which had become unwholesome since 
Inspection at the tim e of slaughter. 
The Inspection service had an appro­ 
priation of #3.000.000 to do business 
cb during the v^ar and spent $2 *84.- 
000. 
Dr. Melvin strongly urges federal 
inspection of dairy products and the 
SDitnals from which they are obtain­ 
ed. He asserts that th# danger of con­ 
tracting disease from such products 
Is greater than from 
meat. "since 
milk, cream and butter are almost 
nBlversally used and are usually con­ 
sumed in the raw state.” 
He contin­ 
ues; 
•‘Bcinetlflc experiment* by the bu 
n a n and by other Investigators have 
dem onstrated that the germs of tuber 
oulosis 
and 
typhoid fever are fre­ 
quently conveyed through dairy pro 
darts, and that the germs may re­ 
main alive and virulent In milk beyond 
the tim** within which It Is usually 
consumed, and In butter for several 
months.”
